It astounded me to find so basic a 
self-assurance in a town like Chung- 
king; once @ minor Chinese city on 
the broken and mist-laden country 
above the banks of the Yangtse, 
where even to-day the visitor to Gov- 
ernment offices must be carried from 
building to building, along grassy 
paths, in a chair; and which, in May, 
had to stand the most terrible bomb- 
ing raids in modern history. Yet 
neither the town nor its rulers had 
lost a jot of confidence. 

‘Philosophically they had profited 
by the horror of that experience. 
Their defensive preparations against 
the next raid were so good that they 
lost only nine dead and brought down 
two Japanese aircraft within sight of 
their intended victims. 

Their confidence was better found- 
ed, I thought, than that of any of 
the defensive organisations which I- 


The - world outside mows that 
Czechoslovakia has disappeared and 
that.in its place there exists what 
has been described as the 
torate of Bohemia-Moravia, over 
which a Protector rules as the per- 
sonal representative of the German 
Reich Chancellor and Fuehrer. 

This new situation began on March 
15 last when the German troops oc- 
cupied the country. It startled the 
world, because it was so patent a 
breach of all that Adolf Hitler and 
his close associates had publicly de- 
clared. It clearly revealed. that Na- 
tional Socialist foreign policy had 
set its course toward an imperialism, 
which would achieve its end at what- 
ever costs. 

Nowadays, less than three months. 
after the military occupation, there 
is all-too-reliable evidence that the 
Germans are out to run this territory 
as if it were merely a part.of the 
Third Reich. The goal is the absolute 
uniformity of the Czechs on a Na~ 
tional Socialist basis, with the Ger- 
mans playing the part of the over- 
lord ‘in the grand manner which most 
civilized people had begun to think 
was a thing of the past in Europe. 

‘The first evidence that this is a 
protectorate of the Third Reich is con- 
veyed to the foreigner when he at- 
.tempts to enter the country. For- 


merly, the Czechoslovak, upon the’ 


presentation of a. proper passport, 
would issue a visa. But now the 
prospective visitor is questioned in 
such a way as to indicate that he 
would: do better to travel elsewhere. 
For Czechs, it is a long, tedious pro- 
cess to obtain the necessary papers for 
leaving the country, and they con-

Christmas Eve, 1889, twenty 
guests were assembled at a party 
given by Thomas Lerch, a farmer of 
South Bend, Indiana. They were people 


_ of standing,-including professional men 


and the local Methodist clergyman, 
Rev. Samuel Mallelieu. In other words, 
they were of the class least likely to 
exaggerate the weird happenings to 
that eventful night. 

The host. of that most memorable 
Christmas celebration ever given in 
the community had a_ son, Oliver 
Lerch,.an able and ambitious youth 
of 20 who had _ become his father’s 
mainstay in attending to the chores 
about the farm. 

At ten o'clock, while the holiday 
merriment was at its height, Oliver 
was asked to take a bucket and fetch. 
water from the well, which was 75 
yards back of the house. It was re- 
called that Oliver obeyed reluctantly, 
even sulkily, his demeanor suggesting 
that he was being imposed on. 

Five minutes later, the hilarity at 
the Lerch tarm’ was silenced by pierc- 
ing screams issuing from the direction 
of the well. 

“Oliver, where are’ you?” the father 
shouted, as members of the household 
lighted lanterns and rushed with them 
to the well. But to their amazement 
Oliver's voice answered ‘from some- 
where in the skys 

“Help! It's got me!” 

This alarm he repeated over and 
over, Each time it was heard it seem- 
ed to issue from further and further 
above, as it sounded fainter and fain- 
ter, : 

From the time Oliver uttered his 
first alarm the lanterns of the search- 
ers failed to reveal him. He dissolved 
like breath into the winter wind, leav- 
ing terrifled and agape the group that 
a few moments before had known only 
hilarity and mirth. 

The crowd immediately scattered to 
beat every bush, ransack every hole 
and cranny.in the neighbourhood.

man would he not have cried out that 
“he” rather than “it” had “got” him. 
The fact that he used the pronoun. “it” 
was accepted as proof, that either a 
beast or an inanimate thing had car- 
ried him away. And as there were no 
tall trees or buildings from whose tops 
his voice could have come with its 
increasingly distant tones, it was 
supposed by some that he might have 
been caught up by the grapnel of a

One theory offered was that Oliver 
had been seized and carried aloft in 
the talons of a flock of eagles.

The story of Oliver's disappearance. 


as told by his father seemed so fan- 
tastic to unfriendly neighbours that all 
sorts of rumours soon flew about. The 
father was described, by some. as a 
self-righteous. tyrant of the class who 
required even their grown childern to 
address them as “Sir” and “Ma’am: 
who constantly policed them, cheek- 
ing the time of their goings out and 
comings in, the homes and other place 
they frequented, and the companions 
with whom they associated. : 
These rumours reached scandalmon- 
gers who broadcast the theory that 
Lerch Sr. was responsible for his son’s

so far as to suggest that Thomas Lerch 
had done violence to'his son that his 
pastor and other influential friends 
present at the fatal Christmas party 
went before a notary and made depo- 
sitions corroborating the family’s 
testimony. 
As a last resort the father advertised 
far and wide for evidence as to the 
Whereabout of his son. The result 
was the usval erist of conflicting and 
heart- breaking reports. - Oliver -was 
located in nearly every state of: the 
Union, in-:Canada and Latin-America. 
He had been seen as a member of the 
Texas rangers, as a bartender in New 
York, as a street-car conductor in 
Charleston, and so on ad infinitum. 
What really become of Oliver Lerch 
remains one of the riddles of American 
history. From that. night when his 
pitiful screams were heard descending 


from the black clouds above his

There is, therefore, no pressing need 
for the usual international trial. Un- 
like England and Wales, where rre~

As always at the start of a new season in Scotland, the 


big question is: Will the Glasgow “Old Firm” 


(Rangers— 


Celtic) monopoly be broken this year? 


For longer than most people care to 
remember, either Rangers or Celtic 
have won the Scottish League cham- 
pionship, Motherwell’s. victory in 
1931-32 being the only break in the 
sequence since 1821-22. Rangers were 
the winners lust year—their 23th little 
since the War.’ The remarkable thing 
about it was that their success was 
unexpected, yet it was one of their 
diggest ever, 11 points separating them 
from Celtic, the runners-up. ° 

The idea at the start of last season 
was that the Throx team was carrying 
too many old-timers, men who could 
net possibly stay the course of an 
exhausting season let alone maintain 
a bid for the championship.: How 
wrong the critice were was proved 
weeks before the end of the Season, 
wher the Rangers already had the 
championship in their pocket, and 
were the only team with an unde- 
feated home ‘record. 

RANGERS MAKE CHANGES: 


The champions have parted with 
‘several of their older players, but with 
the. notable exceptions of W. <A. 
_ Cheyne, full back, and R. F. Main, 
outside-right, they can start off with 
the same men who helped them to 
their championship, success last year. 
Remembering the lesson of 1938-39, 
few people will commit themselves to 
saying that the Rangers are badly in 
need of new blood,’ but it stands to 
reason that men like Gray, Simpson, 
- Brown and I'Phail, who are veterans 
in terms of service if nothing else, can 
last for ever. Will Rangers pay for 
their policy of standing by seasoned. 
men, in 1939-40? Time alone can tell, 
but I think it is an indication that 
Rangers are themselves aware of the 
dangerous ground they have been 
treading that they have signed two ex- 
.perienced forwards. during the ‘close 
season, They are Chris M’Nee, Hamil- 
ton Academicals diminutive outside- 
left, and Tommy, Gilmour, the inside- 
' forward who played a conspicuous part 
in Raith Rovers’ promotion-winning 
march in 1937-38, but who could not 
hold a regular place in the troubled 
Fife team last season. 
When it is considered, however, that 
the Rangers had to make good the loss

‘turned to Hamilton. Academicals, it 
can be realised that the signing of 
M’Nee .and Gilmour more or less 
leaves the club where they were, ex- 
cept in this important respect—that 
W'Nee and Gilmour will help to pro- 
' vide the new blood that so many peo- 
ple think the Ibrox team requires. 
- The answer to that will be that the 
new: blood is not being infused into 
the right place—the defenve.
